(2) Housing - the insufficient supply of adequate housing in our 
community is becoming an increasingly disturbing problem, due in 
part to the building moratorium. Hopefully, sewer improvements will 
soon release our Builders to begin adding to the housing market. 
Furthermore, some of the older structures in Belle, Glade need 
improvements, which can be'accomplished by joint efforts ‘of the City 
and private enterprise. President Ford recently signed into law the 
Community Development Act which could provide considerable 
funding to the City for financing of these improvements. This is a new 
type program, without the customary “federal strings” attached, and 
would give broad discretionary powers to the City Commission on the 
allocation of this money. I have followed this. program from its 
inception and am prepared to make knowledgable descisions on this 
program. 


(3) City Hall and Fire Station - I support the construction of a new city 
fire station. I qualify this statement only by saying it should 
budgetary limitations as established by a long range 
g; plan. Ten years ago a new city hall was labeled “top 
prio by the City's leaders at that time. The need has increased 
drastically in the last few years. The Police Department is in 
embarrassing shape and the working conditions there are almost 
unbearable. The existing fire station and city hall should be remodeled 
* to create an adequate police complex: City offices should be combined 
in one building with facilities4o properly serve the citizens. The Fire 
Department needs additional space to house our firefighting, 
equipment and to provide training areas. I would not support any 0! 
these improvements if it would mean the sacrificing of necessary sewer 


improvements. I am convinced that satisfactory cit hall construction 
and sewer improvements сап. both be accomplished in an orderly 
fashion. 


(4) Beautification - the City government and its citizens must work 
together on the beautification of our town. We can make Belle Glade 
ve community--one in which we can all be proud to live. I 
»port the creation of a special City crew to deal solely with 
cation projects, including landscaping, junk car removal, w 

er control, and cooperative efforts with private beautification 
projects.

12. Stay away from "conven- 
ience" size packages for such 
foods as dry cereal, snack food, 
or canned juices.

13. Look for the date now 
imprinted on many perishable 
foods like dairy products, 
baked goods, and others, to be 
sure you're buying things you 
know are fresh. If, in spite of 
your efforts, you get some. 
thing unusable, take it back to 
the store for a refund or credit. 

Food shopping today is a 
calculated risk, Casio admits, 
but following the above rules 
and using your head should 
increase your chances of 
survival.
